I. THERE is a Valley in the 
Diocefe of Florence, call’d Valcava 
del Mugello , in which according to 
the common Tradition, St. Cre{cius 
and his Companions were buried, 
after they had fuffered Martyrdom. 
A Church was buile in that very 
Place many Ages ago, and dedica- 
ted to St. Crefcius. That Church 
being ready to fall, H. R. H. the 
Great Duke of Tufcany fot it repair- 
ed, and newly adorned in che Year 
ryor. And becaufe that Prince 
was willing to know the Hiftory of 
thofe Saints, he ordered Father La- 
derchi, a Prie{t of the Oratory, to 
publifh their Ads never before prin- 
ted. In Obedience to his Com- 
mands, Father Laderchi put out thofe 
Acts in the Year 1707. with chis 
Title :

Here follows the Subftance of 
thofe Ads, or rather of chat Legend. 
Under the Reign of the Emperor 
Decias, who was a violent Perfecu- 
tor of the Chriftians, St. Crefcius 
being extremely defirous to fuffer 
Martyrdom, took the Way of Fl- 
rence, Where Decius happened to be 
at that time ; and being come toa 
Foreft call’d Elisboth, he was appre- 
hended by the Emperor’s Soldiers 
cogether with St. Miniatus , and his 
other Companions. They were all 
carried to the Emperor, and having 
refufed to turn Idolaters, they were 
tormented feveral ways, and then 
fhut up in a dark Prifon. Whilft 
they lay under Confinement, the 
Daughter ef one Onion, a Noble 
Man and a Favourite of Decius, 
who had them under his Cuftody, 
being poffeffed by the Devil, was 
delivered from her Torments by the 
Prayers of St. Crefcius: Whereupon 
that Maid, and her Father and Mo- 
ther, and all the Family defired to 
be baptized by that Holy Man. 
They intreated him not to forfake 
them during fuch a cruel Perfecuti- 
on; and therefore St. Crefeius , not- 
with{tanding his great Defire of be- 
ing made a Martyr, came out of his 
Confinement, and went with them 
towards Faenza. Being arrived ata 
Place call’d Cole, he lodged in the 
Houle of a Woman named Pampbi- 
lia, whofe Son wasa dying. The 
Saint being moved with the Tears 
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of his good Landfady, though fle 
was a Heathen, prayed to God fos 
the Recovery of the young “Man; 
and his Prayers proved effedual. 
Having inftru@ed him in the Chri- 
ftian Faith, he baptized him, and 
changed his Name, which was Se. 
rapion, into that of Cerdon: After- 
wards he adminiftred Baptifm to the 
Mother, and to all the Family. 

In the mean time the Emperor 
being informed, that Oxnion had ran 
away with St. Cre/cins and his Com- 
panions, fent after them a confide- 
rable Number of Soldiers, who 
coming to Colle apprehended the 
Saint, and only Two of his Com- 
panions, viz, Onnion, and Entius; 
for the others had provided for their 
Security by St. Crefcius’s Order. 
Thofe Three Men perfifting in the 
Chriftian Faith, were cruelly put to 
Death. Onnjon and Entius died un- 
der the Blows ; and whilft St. Crefci- 
us continued to praife God, one of 
the Soldiers drew his Sword and cut 
off his Head. The barbarous Sol- 
diers lefc the dead Bodies behind 
them , being contented to take the 
Head of St. Crefcius in order to fhew 
icto the Emperor. But when they 
came toa Place call’d Vallicola, they 
were forced to leave that precious 
Relick there, becaufe God did not 
permit them to carry it farther. 

Cerbon came back, took up the 
Bodies of the Bleffed Martyrs, and 
by a Divine Infpiration removed 
them to Vallicola, where the Head of 
St. Crefcins lay: He buried them in 
that very Place, which was after- 
wards Famous for many Miracles. 
Whilft Cerbon remained there with 
his Companions, the Number * 
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the Faithful increafed daily in thofe 


Parts. Decius hearing of it, ordered 
his Soldiers to repair thither, and to 
put to Death all thofe who fhould 
refufe to facrifice to the Gods. The 
Soldiers having fhed a great deal of 
Chriftian Blood, apprehended Cer- 
bon and his Companions, and find- 
ing it impoflible to fhake their Con- 
ftancy, buried them alive. The 
Martyrdom of St. Cre/ciws happened 
the 24th of Odober, and that of St. 
Cerbon the 4th of May. 

Father Laderchi undertakes to 
fhew that thofe A&és are Genuine, 
tho the reading of them is fufficient 
to be convinced of the contrary. 
He obferves that there was hardly 
any Memory of thofe Saints in Vai- 
cava, and the neighbouring Parts ; 
and that the Adts of St. Crefciws ta- 
ken from St. Laurence’s Library, from 
the Archives of the Cathedral 
Church of Florence, and from the 
Alexandrian Library of the Sapienza 
at Rome, being compared together, 
there appeared little or no Difference 
between them, which (fays he) is 
no {mall Proof of their being Ge- 
nuine. He owns that they were 
not written at the very fame time 
when thofe Saints fuffered Martyr- 
dom; but he believes they were 
compofed foon after, and long be- 
fore the Council of Nice. He fays 
that having carefully examined thofe 
Acts, he could not find out a better 
way to confirm the Truth of them, 
than by comparing them with other 
Acs of Saints received by the 
Church. Father Laderchi pretends 
that the Emperor Decius began to 
reign in the Year 249. in which 
Year after he had kill’d one of the 
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Two Philips at Verona, he fet out for 
Rome, where Pope Seba/tian was the 
firft Chriftian put to Death by his 
Orders ; but in his Way to Rome he 
made fome Stay at Florence, and then 
it was that St. Crefeias and his Com- 
panions were martyrized. An IJta/i- 
an Writer fays that Sr. Crefcius was 
the Son of a King of Armenia: but 
the Author believes he wasa Noble 
Man of Germany, 

The Aéts of that Saint are at- 
tended with feveral Annotations of 
Father Laderchi. He obferves, that 
the Beginning of thofe A@s has 
been loft, becaufe they begin with 
Igitur ; and pretends to prove that 
they are Genuine, though the Words 
Trinity, Con{ubftantiality, &c. are fre- 
quently repeated; tho the Holy 
Ghoft is faid to proceed from the 
Father and the Son; though the 
Virgin Mary is ftiled Mother of God, 
é&c. The Reafons alledged by Fa- 
ther Laderchi to prove fuch a Para- 
dox are not worth mentioning. 


II. Another Book relating to the 
fame Subject was printed in the fame 
Year 1707. at Florence with the fol- 
lowing Title.

1. The Author of this Book takes 
notice of the Writers and Martyro- 
logies, that mention St. Crefcins and 
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his Companions. The moft Anci- 
ent Author quoted by him is Giovan- 
ni Villani. 2. He gives an Account 
of the Ancient Images of thofe 
Saints. 3. He difcourfes of the 
Churches dedicated to them, and 
defcribes the Place call’d to this very 
Day Selva d: S. Cerbone. 4. He treats 
of the Vifitations of the Church of 
St. Crefcius in Valcava. It was in the 
1612. that the Headand other 
Lelicks of St. Crefcias and the other 
Martyrs were found out, when 
Archbifhop Alexander Marzimedict 
vifited that Church. 5. The Au- 
thor gives an Account of the Office 
and Ancient Mafs celebrated in Ho- 
nour of thofe Saints. 

There isat the End of this Book 
a Copy of a Grant, whereby Pope 
Innocent the Xilth gave co the Great 
Duke of Tufcany the sth of Sune 
1700. the Marble Chair upon which 
Pope Sc. Stephen was beheaded. 
That Chair was before in St. Seba- 
ftian’s Church without the Walls of 
Rome, from whence it has been re- 
moved to thar of St. Sebaftiam at 
Pifa.

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IT. When the A&s of St. Crefcius 
had been printed, the Cardinals of 
the Congregation of the Sacred 
Rites were defired to grant an Of- 
fice with the proper Leffons in Ho- 
nour of that Saint. Father Capa/ji, 
a Florentine Service, being imformed 
of it by a Letter of the Abbot Fon- 
tanini tO M. Muarmi, was moved out 
of Zeal for Truth to acquaint the 
Abbot Fontanini wich the Reafons 
that made him doubt of the Genu- 
inenefs of thofe A@s. He wrir a 


Gertes to that Abbot unon this Sub-. 
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ject, and defired that no body fhould 
fee it but himfelf and Father Lader. 
chi. ‘The latter thought fit to pub. 
lifh it with his Anfwer, but without 
the Date of the Year. That Book 
came out at Rome in 1678. with this 
Title.

Before I proceed farther, I muft 
obferve Two Things. 1. That Fa- 
ther Laderchi got fome Copies prin- 
ted under the Name of. Pier- Donato 
Polidoro, his Scholar or his Affiftane 
in his Studies, and others without 
that Name. 2, That the Learned 
Abbot Bacchini put out in 1709. 4 
very fine Piece, wherein he exa- 
mines the Objections of Father Ca- 
paffi, and the Anfwers of Father La- 
derchi, and gives an impartial Judg- 
ment about them. ‘Fhat Piece is 
enticuled :

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Here follow fome Obfervations 
of the Abbot Bacchini, and Father 
Capafi. x. The Notes of Father 
Laderchi, fays the Abbot, appear It- 
able to more Difficulties, than che 
Text it felf, becaufe moft of them 
are grounded upon this falfe Prin- 
ciple, that an Hiftory ought to be re- 
uted true and certain, when it contains 
Fuds and Events LIKE thofe that are 
to be found in other Hiffories. Father 
Capaffi alledges againft Father La- 
derchi a Maxim of ‘Fofepbus, (Lib. 2. 
cont. Apion. ) importing, that ir is 4 
great Proof of the Truth of an Hiftory, 
when all the Hifterians agree in the 
SAME Things; and he adds, that 
Father Laderchi changes of his own 
Head'de rebus iifdem into de rebus fi- 
milibus, as if the Opnbor0y of the Ca- 
tholicks, and the éoseov of the Avi- 
ans were one and the fame thing. 
Father Laderehi anfwers, that if rhis 
Rule be true, viz. that all Hiftori- 
ans ought to relate the fame thing in the 
fame manner, it would follow from 
thence that no Hiftory would be 
true, efpecially when the Truth of 
it is denied by many Authors ; and 
confequently that many Books of the 
Holy Scripture, which are contraditted 
Catholicks, would not be true, ac- 
cording to Father Capafi. The Ab- 
bot Bacchini having obferved, that 
the Rules made ufe of to know the 
Truth of an Hiftory, ought not to 
be applied to the Sacred Writings, 
infpired by the Holy Spirit, and 
grounded not upon a Human but a 
Divine Faith, fhews thae Father 
Laderchi makes his Adverfary fay 
what he does notreally fay ; for it is 
ons. thing to affirm , chat the general 
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Agreement of Hiftorians is a great Proof 
of the Truth of an Hiffory, and another 
to fay thae the Truth of a Thing 
depends only upon that, infomucls 
that when it is wanting, all other 
things may be fufpeéed of Falfhood; 
which was never afferted by Farther 
Capajfi. The Maxim of Foftphus is 
good, but not neceflary. On the 
contrary , that of Father Laderchi is 
fallacious and liable to many Errors, 
fince it is ufnal for unfairhful Hitto- 
rians to take here and there feverak 
Matters of Fact that are true, and 
to mix and confound rthem witch 
their own Fictions. One oughe 
above all things to fufpect the Truth 
of Father Laderchi’s Maxim , when 
it is applied to rhe Ancient Ads of 
Martyrs , which muft be read with 
great Caution, according to the Fa- 
mous Decree of Pope Gelafius, quia 
( they are the Words of the Decree) 
exrum, aui(cripféere, nomina penitus ig- 
norantur, The Abbot fhews thar 
Father Laderchi has not produced 
any Authentick Teftimony.to prove 
the Antiquity of the Aétss of Sr. 
Crefeius ; and that the Authorities 
alledged by M. Felici, in his Appen- 
dix above-mentioned, are far from 
being demontftrative. 

2. Father Capa/i and the Abbot 
Bacchini undertake to fhew, that the 
Aéts of St. Crefcius are inconfiftent 
with the Chronology of the Reign 
of Decias. The Abbot maintains , 
that Decius was not at Florence, at 
leaff any. confideraale time; and. 
confequently that thofe Ads are 
{purious, becaufe they make him 
{tay in that City from the time that. 
St. Crefcius was apprehended till che. 
Death of St. Cerdon, that is, from 
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Offoberv 249. till May250. The Fal- 
firy of thofe Acts is fo plain, that l 
need not infert here the Objeétions 
grounded upon Chronology. 

3. Father Capaffi obferves, that 
the Word Captio was not ufed by any 
Writer for Imprifonment or Prifon, be- 
fore the XIth or the X1Ith Century. 
This Obfervation is approved by the 
Abbot Bacchini. 

4. Father Capafi maintains, that 
the long Confeffion of Faith, which 
St. Crefcius makes in the Emperor’s 
Prefence ,.is a Sign of Falfity. And 
indeed, as the Abbot Bacchini ob- 
ferves, the A&s of Martyrs are 
fhorter, as they are more ancient : 
When a Chriftian was interrogated 
dbout his Belief, his ufual Anfwer 
was, lam a Chriftian; and when they 
asked him any Queftion about the 
Myfieries of his Religion, he made 
a very fhort Reply, or was wholly 
filent , according to the Difcipline 
of the Church, 

s. St. Crefeius , in his Confeffion 
of Faith before the Tyrant, {peaks 
of the Myftery of the Trinity more 
clearly, than was ufual before the 
Council of Nice. Father Capa/fi in- 
fifts upon that Objeétion ; and his 
Adverfary’s Anfwer is far from be- 
ing facistaétory. The Abbot Bacchi- 
ni fhews, that there are fome Paffa- 
gesin the Acts of St. Crefcius againft 
the Arians, and others that concern 
the Eutychians, the Nefforians , the 
Eunomians, &c. He confutes the 
Arguments of Father Laderchi ; and 
having explained the Difcipline of 
the Ancient Church relating to the 
Dodétrines of Chriftianity before the 
Nicene Council, he expreffes himfelf 
in thefe Words. JItane difciplina Ar-

cani obfervata eft a S. Crefcio? Ikan. 
quae nondum Decio imperante ab hereti. 
cis turbata fuerant, coram Gentili bomi.

Credant id alii 
qui volent, ego minime, The Learn. 
ed Abbot attacks Father Laderch; 
with great Vigor, and drives him 
out of all his Intrenchments. 

6. Father Capa/i and the Abbot 
Bacchini maintain, that the Proceffi- 
on of the Holy Spirit from the Son, 
mentioned inthe Aéts of St. Crefci- 
us, plainly fhews that they were not 
written before the XIth Century. 

7. The Spurioufnefs of thofe Ads 
(fays Father Capafii) appears from 
feveral Words, that were not ufed 
in the Firft Ages of the Church 
fuch as Lunatica for a Perfon pof- 
feffed by the Devil ; Paganus for a 
Heathen ; Sanéti Petres ; Religio Ca- 
tholica inftead of Religio Chriftiana, 
or Fides Catholica ; cultura for cultus, 
éc. Befides, Father Capafii asks, 
Why the Name of Serapion was 
changed into that of Cerbon, with- 
out changing that of Onnion? How 
Chriftians could venture, during a 
violent Perfecution, to build publick 
Churches upon the Ruins of the 
Temples of Idols, which they had 
deftroyed ? @c. The fame Author 
undertakes to prove the Spurioufnefs 
of the Ads of St. Crefcius from fe- 
veral Paffages and Expreflions con- 
tained in them, fuch as thefe:

This Work is both Learned and 
Judicious, and contains fharp Re- 
tHections upon Father Laderchi.

This Author commends thofe 
Criticks, who have writ againtt 
J'ather Laderchi , and acknowledges 
that the Aéts of Sr. Crefcius were not 
written before the XIth Century. 
His Work confifts of Two Parts: 
The Firft contains a Tranflation of 
thofe Ads; and the Second, the 
Hiftory of che Church of that Saint 
in Valcava. M. de’ Mozzxi believes 
chat St. Crefcius fuffered Martyrdom 
in the Reign of the Emperor Decius, 
and undertakes to anfwer the Diff- 
culties that. may be raifed againft 
the Exiftence and the Martyrdom 
of that Saint. Vhis Work has not 
been criticized.

ELOGIO del Signor DOMENT- 
CO GUGLIELMINI. 


That is, AN ACCOUNT of the 
Life and Writings of the late 
Dr. DOMINICK GUGLIEL- 
MINI, Profeffor at Padua. 


BE panels * GUGLIELMINI 
was born at Bologna of a good 
Family the 27th of September 1655. 
Nature bettowed upon him a health- 
ful and {trong Conftitution, which, 
together with an indefacigable La-

pis Pitée 
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bour, enabled him to make himfelf 
Matter of the moft abftrufe Scien. 
ces. .M. Geminiano Montanari, Pro. 
felfor at Bologna, who taught him 
Mathematicks, ufed to fay, that he 
had never feen a Youth of quicker 
Parts. That Quicknefs of Wit was 


.accended with a folid Judgment and 


a good Memory. It was under the 
Direction of Montanari in the Year 
1677. that he publifhed his Tirft 
Effay, viz. a Latin Defcripticn of 
a Meteor, entituled Flamma volans, 
wherein he maintained with great 
Applaufe the Doétrine of his Ma- 
{ter againft a Famous Mathemati- 
cian. 

In the Year 1678, he fook his 
Degree of Doétor of Philofophy, 
and Phyfick , under the Celebrated 
Malpighi , who had a particular At- 
fection for him. Dr. Guglielmini 
applied himfelf equally to Phyfick 
and Mathematicks; and therefore 
the Learned cannot tell in which of 
thofe Two Sciences he excelled 
moft. However, many are of Opi- 
nion that his Treatife Della Natura 
dé? Fiumi (Of the Nature of Rivers) 
is his beft Performance, ‘and his 
Matter-piece. 

Being recovered from a long and 
dangerous Dileafe, he applied hime 
felf to Diffeétions wich great Repu- 
tation. Not long after (in 1681.) 
he publifhed a New Syftem of Co- 
mets ; and having made a great Pro- 
erefs in Aftronomy, he put out in 
1684. his Obfervation of an Eclip/e 
of the Sun, which happened chat 
Year. 

Two Years after, viz. the 11th 
of ‘fuly 1686. he was made Survey- 
or-General of the Waters in the 

Tesri- 
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Territory Of Bologna, and difcharged 
the Duties of that Office to the Sa- 
eisfaction Of the Publick. That 
Employment did not hinder him 
from purfuing his Philofophical 
Studies. In the Year 1687. he 
was admitted into the Academy of 
Experiments founded by M. Marfigli; 
and he was made much at the fame 
rime Fellow of the Royal Society. 
He read the 2rftof March 1688. a 
{earned Difcourfe concerning the 
Figures of Salts, which he dedicated 
co Prince Marcantonio Borghefe, well 
skilld in the Nobleft Sciences , and 
Protector of the Learned. The 
29th of Oftober 1689. he was ap- 
pointed Reader of Mathematicks, 
and the Care of compofing an 
Aftronomical Calendar was com- 
mitted to him. 

Notwithftanding fo many Occu- 
pations, he perfected Two Learned 
Latin Tra&s , which are a Kind of 
Introduétion to his Treatife of the 
Nature of Rivers, and publifhed chem 
at Bologna in 1690, and 1691. He 
brought into a regular Sy{tem the 
Doétrine of the Motion of Waters; 
which had not been performed b 
any body before. And becaufe 
Mr. Papin actack’d fome of his No- 
tions in the Aula Eruditorum 1692. 
he writ Two Latin Letters in his 
own Vindication, the one infcribed 
to M. Leibnitz, and the other to 
M. Magliabecchi. 

About the End of.the fame Year, 
Cardinal @’ Adda and Cardinal Fran- 
cis Barberini were {ent by Pope Inno- 
cent XII. to examine the Difference 
between the Cities of Bologna and 
Ferrara about Waters, and particu- 
larly to fee whether i¢ was expedi- 
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ent to reftore the Conrfe of the 
Reno into the Po. The Cardinals 
being arrived at Bologna ordered 
Dr. Guglielmini to take a Survey of 
the Waters, not only in the Terri- 
tory of that City, but alfo in thofe 
of Ferrara and Ravenna; and having 
had frequent Occafions co difcourfe 
with him, they were very well 
pleafed with his Projects ; but fome 
Obftacles prevented their being put 
in Execution. 

The next Year (1694.) he had 
the Profefforfhip of Hydrometry , 
newly founded in Bologna, beftowed 
upon him; and his great Ability 
was fo well known, that the greateit 
Mathematicians of his Time, and 
particularly M. Bianchi and M. Leib- 
nitz kept Correfpondence with him 
by way of Letters. But M. Cafins 
was his moft intimate Correfpon- 
dent: Dr. Gaglie/mini helped him to 
re{tore the Meridian Line of St. Pe-- 
tronius ; the Defcription of which 
was printed in Italian by M. Cajjini 
in 1695. with fome confiderable 
Additions of our Profeffor. 

But none of his Performances 
made him more Famous, than his 
fine Treatife concerning the Nature 
of Rivers, publifhed in 1697. And 
becaufe he had been admitted not 
long before a Member of the Royal 
Academy of Sciences, not conten- 
ted toexprefs his Acknowledgment 
to that Learned Affembly by a Let- 
ter, he alfo dedicated his ‘Ireatile 
to the Hluftrious Abbot Bignon their 
Director. It muft be confefs’d, chat 


in Point of Hydrometrical Archi- 
tecture, he was perhaps the greateft 
Man of our Age, having invented 
New Methods and New Ways toe 
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know the Nature of Waters, to re- 
gulate their Courfe, to repair the 
Damages occafioned by them, and 
to prevent further Mi chief.---=> Tis 
no wonder if others before him did 
not leave behind chem any Work.fo 
perfect in chat Kind, fince they had 
not the fame Skill in Mechanicks, 
and Geometry, and fince their Pra- 
étice was not grounded upon the 
Theory. That Book and others, 
written upon the fame Subject, pro- 
cured him fo great a Reputarion, 
that feveral Princes and Communi- 
tics had recourfe to him. He was 
called feveral times to Cremona, Man- 
sua, and other Places, to repair Ri- 
vers, and for other difhculc Works. 
He repaired the Pe, which had oc- 
cafioned a great Damage under P7- 
: and the Admirable Work 
that remains to this Day, isa ftand- 
ing Monument of his great Capaci- 
ty. 

The 16th of November 1698. he 
removed from Rologna to Padua, in 
order to fill up the Chair of Mathe- 
maticks vacant by the Death of the 
Famous Stephano Angeli , a Venetian. 
The Republick of Venice ordered 
him to go into Dalmatia, and to re- 
pair che Ruins of Ca/elnovo.in 1700. 
Afcerwards he. was fent into Friul, 
where the impetuous Torrent of the 
Torre had dettroyed many Villages, 
and was Jike to fall upon the impor- 
tant Fortrefs of Palma. ’Tis obfer- 
vable, thac though he had left the 
Univerfity of Bologna:,: that City 
cominued to honour him with the 
‘Tide of Reader, and to pay him.g 
yearly Allowance for his Calendar. 

One would think thac fo many 
pubdlick and private Employments, 
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which required a .conftant Exercife 
of Mathematicks, did not allow 
him to mind-the Scudy. of Philofo. 
phy andPhyfick;and yet he continys 
ed to apply himfelf -co'thofe Scien. 
ces; infomuch that im the Yeap 
1702. when Dr. Pompeo Sacchi, g 
Parmefan, refigned his Profefforthip 
of Theorical Phyfick , he was pro- 
moted to. it at his Defire’, having 
laid down that of ; Mathematicks, 
This new Station, made him think 
of publifhing' a Philofophical and 
Phyfical Syftem in a new Method, 
of which he had given an Effay the 
Year before in his Differtation con- 
cerning the Nature and the.Temper of 
the Blood. \And therefore fometime 
after (in 4705, and 1707. ) he ‘put 
out Two other. Differtations, the 
one entituled De Salibus, and the 
other, De Idearum witiis, covrectione, 
c ula ad ftatuendam & ingyirendam 
morborum naturam. His Treatife De 
Principio Sulphureo, which came out 
after his Death, has an Affinity 
with the Syftem above-mentioned, 
Perhaps it might be faid that the 
Subjects, treaced of in thofe Books, 
being naturally abftrufe.and difficult, 
the Author does not-difcoyer all the 
Clearnefs thac might be:defired. All 
thofe Pieces .were but-.an Effay of 
Two large Works, which he was 
actually writing; the ene concern- 
ing Fevers , andthe other concern- 
ing the Method of Curing ; but Death 

prevented the’ finifhing of them. 
Dr. Guglielmini died at. Padua the 
rath of “fly x7 to, at the Age of 
s4Years, 9 Monthss and, rig Days. 
His Illnefs, which: from: the, very 
firit Day was thought co be Mortal, 
latted about Eight Months; and be- 
gan 
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oan in the Head, He was all along 
rormentéd with ‘a Giddinefs, Con- 
vulions, and Deliriums. About 
Twelve-of the Clock his Nofe bled 
all of a { dden, and that Bleeding, 
which Houbléa towards the Eve- 
ning, brought'a fainting Fir upon 
him, and foon after put an End to 
his Life, He took care to provide 
himfelf with all théSacraments fome 
few Days before, and was decently 
buried in St! Aduximus’s Church. He 
has left fome Children. Here fol- 
lows his Epitaph.

Such was the Life and Death of 
that Worthy Profeffor , who acquj- 
red a Reputation in his Life-time, 
that few can attain to after their 
Deceafe. Befides the Two Acade- 
mies-of Paris and that of London, he 
was admitted inro'the Royal Aca- 
demy Of Berlin ,’ and of the Curions 
in Germany, ‘not to mention cthofé of 
his Country. There was no Prince 
in Italy, and perhaps in Foreign 
Countries, but hada great Opinion 
of him; efpecially the Prince: of 


Tufeany, ‘who not long before ‘the 
Death of ‘that ’Profeffor, defired to 
have him ‘for his Phyficiam and Ma- 
theniatician, ‘and made him ¢eat 
Offers: for that Purpofe. His Holi- 
nefs-Ofement XI. made him Offer by 
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M. Lanci fi, a Place of Cumerier of 
Honour in his Court, with 2 yearly 
Penfion of a Thoufand Crowns. 
He cultivated the Friendfhip of the 
moft Iluttrious Men of our Time, 
the Number of which is too long to 
be inferred here. We fhall only 
obferve, that he was highly efteem- 
ed by M. Sebastian Fofcarini, Knight 
and Procurator, whofe great Merit 
is known to every body. He had 
alfo amonp’ his F.iiends M. Cri/tino 
Martinelli, a Learned Gentleman, 
and Dr. Alexander Benis well skill’d 
in all forts of Sciences, to whom 
the Publick is indebted for the Edi- 
tion of Dr. Guglielmini’s Book De 
Principio Sulphurco: He has added to 
it a Judicious Preface. 

As for what concerns his Manners 
and Converfation, he wasan Honeft, 
Religious, and Civil Man. Thofe, 
who knew him nor thoroughly , 
were apt to think at firft Sight, that 
he was of a rough and uneafy Tem- 
per ; which proceeded from his 
great Application to Study: But ‘tis 
certain that he appeared pleafant 
and amiable in common Converta- 
tion. He defpifed a Sort of Super 
ficial Politenefs, with which moft 
People are contented ; but he had a 
Polite Mind, and Polite Manners. 
He conftantly putfued his Studies 
with an indefatigable Labour, truit- 
ing to his {trong Conftitution. He 
had in his Youth a great Fie of Sick- 
nefs ; and’ perhaps ‘his “continual 
Application to Learning ‘weakened 
his Head, and brought upofi him 
the’ violent Difeafe’ of which*he . 
died.

Le Clere and other Writers have not menti- 
oned all the Parts of the Critical Art, un- 
dertakes to enumerate them in the following 
Manner, A Critick (fays he) ough, 1,To 
confider the Nature of all Languages in ge- 
neral, or of fome particular Language. 
2. To enquire into the Origin of Words 
and Proverbs. 3, Toteach the moft proper 
and eafieft Method of learning a Language.

Mc. Heuman obferves , that few Writers 
have created of the Art of Corre@Qing the 


Faults to be found in the Books of the An- 
cients , and occafioned by the Boldnefs, Ig; 
notance, or Carelefsnef$ of Tranfcribers : 
Nay, it does not appear that any body did 
ever propofe a Method to find out the true 
Reading. The Author undertakes to lay, 
down fome few Rules for that Purpofe, and 
calls this Pare of the Critical Art Therapeutis 
ca; a Word taken from the Schools of Phy. - 
ficians. That word, fays he, cannot dif? 
pleafe the Criticks, fince they profefs thar ic 
is their Bufinefs to cure ( fanare) the Pafla. 
ges of the Ancient Authors , and are wont 
to tell us, that a corrupted Text wants a 
proper Medicine, medicina egere. 

The Criticks (fays the Author) are guilty 
of Two Faults, among others: They are 
too hafty in mending the Ancient Books, or 
have a blind Veneration for Manufcripts, 
As for what concerns the latter, he fhews 
by feveral Arguments , and by the Teftimo« 
ny of the greateft Criticks, thac Manu. 
{cripts are not fo much to be dépended ups 
on as ‘tis generally believed. Befides, he 
proves by fome Examples, that fome Cri- 
ticks have wrongly preferred the Reading 
of the Manufcripts to a Learned Conjeéture, 
He takes notice of Two Faults, one of 
which crepe into St. Ferom’s Catalogue of 
Ecclefiafticat Writers, (Chap. 78.) in the. veo - 
ry Time of that Father, and remains to this 
day in that Work ; and the other is to be 
found in Cicero, Lib. VIL. ad Famil, Ep. VI; 
In the Firft (fays he ) there is aforum ins 
ftead of ad aram; and in the Second manus - 
gypfatifime for difertifime. Mr; ‘Hewman 
adds, that the moft Ancient Manufcripts are 
the beft ; but he maintains, that the Judge 
ment of an Excellent Critick ought to be. 
preferred to all Manufcripts. However, he 
owns that in Five Cafes all the Sagacity of 
a Critick can be of no Ufe to him withoue 
the Help of Manufcripts. 1. When there 
is a Gap in the Text: Whereupon he takes 
notice of a Gap in Cicero (Lib. If. de Off 


Cap. XXIII )never before obferved. 2.When 
a proper Name is cotrupted, 3. ba —F 
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Clofs has been cunningly inferted in the 
Text. 4. When there are Two Readings, 
neither of which appears truer than the 
other. ¢. When a Manufcript has occafio- 
ned a Depravation in the Text, Thele Five 
Cafes are illuftrated with Examples, the laft 
of which concerns a Paflage of Lafantius 
( De mort: Perfec. cap. 1.) where the Author 
fhews from a Specimen of the Manufcript 
Jately publifhed at Paris by Father Le Nourry, 
that the true Reading is deletis inftead of 
addetur bis. 

In order to prevent the Rafhnefs of the 
Criticks, Mr. Heuman lays down the follow- 
ing Rules.

II. Next to thae Differtation, there is a 
piece encituled Hebdomadum Criticarum Heb- 
domas, wherein the Author mends Seven 
Paffages of fo many Authors. He is not 
contented to fay, Ego fic lego, as many do; 
but he thews how the Paflage came to be al- 
tered, and undertakes to prove his Emenda. 
tion by feveral Reafons. Here follows Two 
of his Correstions. Thefe Words of Tacitus 
in the Life of Agricola have very much exer- 
cifed the Criticks : Admiratione te potius tems 
oasrivae laudibus, © fi natura fuppeditet, mie 

itum decoramus. Mr. Heuman mends the 
Paflage thus: Admiratione te potius, te im- 
mortalibus /audibus, @ f natura [uppeditet, 
fimilicudine colamus. We read in Ovid 
(Heroid. Epift. XL) Si qua tamen coecis erta 
bunt feripta lituris. The Author reads: S$;

IIT. In the next place, Mr. Heumam takes 
notice of Ten Glofis that have crept into ty 
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many Paffages. To give an Inftance of thi; 
Part of his Performance, he obferves upon 
thefe Words in the: Vulgar Bible, Galar, V. 
7. Currebatis bene: quis vos impedivit veritas; 
non obedire ? Nemini confenferitis ; that St. 
Jerome and Erafmus wonder how the laft

Bartholomew Carofi, furnamed Brandane, 
was a Plowman born in the Terricary of Si- 





% Mr. Heuman believes that the Ebionites 
and Nazarxans were one and the fame Sef. 
ens 
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ena in the Year 1488. That Man, whofe 
Hiftory is little known, lived a very difor- 
derly Life, till God was pleafed to bring 
him to Repentance in a miraculous Manner. 
The Paffion On etes, Chret being reprefen- 
red the Holy Week before Kafer, he perfo- 
nated the good Thief, and was raifed up 
and faftened to a Crofs. In this Pofture he 
happened to be fo extraordinarily moved, 
that he fhed abundance of Tears out of 
Grief for his wicked Life ; and his Conver. 
fion began from that very Moment. He 
made a fevere Penance for feveral Years, 
and finding himfelf full of che Spirit, of 
God, undertook to preach to the Inhabitants 
of Siena. He ran in che Streets like a Mad- 
man, prophecying, and threatning the Si- 
enefe, the Florentines, and many Princes in 
Iraly and in Foreign Countries, and foretel- 
ling feveral Alterations in States and King- 
doms, which did really happen, as he had 
fortrold them. 

One of his moft Famous Prophecies is 
that concerning the taking of Rome by the 
Army of Charles the Vth, as we read in 
Guicciardin and other Contemporary Writers. 
The Court of Rome being of Opinion, that 
Brandano {poke too freely, caufed him to be 
imprifoned feveral times ; and at laft by or- 
der of Pope Clement VIT. he was put into a 
Sack, and throwninto the Tider. Uponthe 
fimé Day, asthe Pope was going to vifit 
the Seven Churches, he met Brandano near 
St. Pasl’s, full of Dirt, and coming up to 
him in the fame Condition as he had got out 
of the River. The Pontiff was horribly 
frighted,efpecially when he heard him fpeak 
thete dreadful Words: Voi avete mcffo nel face 
come, e Dio mettera ia facco voi: (You have 
put me into'a Sack, and God will certainly fack 
you: ) Meaning the Sacking of Rome, which 
happened foon after. Brandano foretold alfo 
great Calamities to the Ranfackers them- 
felves; and at laft that very Nighe that Pope 
Clement died, being at Siena, he went into 
the Streets crying out that the Pope was 
dead ; which proved true by the News that 
came from Reme the next Day. 

Brandane went feveral times upon a Pil- 
B image to Se. James of Compoftella , preach- 
ing every where, and foretelling the Wrath 
of God: And becaufe he fpoke with great 
Freedom, and went generally naked and 
bare.footed, he" was furnamed if Pazze di 
Crifto, Ac laft being at Siews, when chat 
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City was befieged by the Army of the En 
peror Charles the Vth, and fpending his time 
in charitable Works, he ended his Life in 
the Year 1554. which was the Sixty Sixth 
of his Age, leaving behind him the Sonne 
tion of a Saint and a Prophet. 

His Prophecies and his Life. are handed 
about in Writing; but becaufe they have 
been altered in fome places, M. Gigli choughe 
fit to print them from the beft Manufcripts, 
efpecially from thofe that are lodged in the 
Library of Alexander VII. and in that of 
St. Martin's at Siena belonging to the Frat: 
Leceetani Romitani , one of which was Bran- 
dano’s Confeflor. Several Italian Writers 
have mentioned that Man. M_ Gigli makes 
very fine Oblervations upon his Prophecies, 
and has taken Care to give us his Pitture.

‘That 
Treatife tho fhort, comprehends, in his O- 
pinion, more things than the large Works 
of Pappus, Clavius, Defchales, and many 
others. He exprefles his Acknowledgment 
to the Father of Light in thefe Words: Nox 
nobis, Domine, non nebit, [cd nomini tuo da 
gloriam. 

Mr. Baudemont boafts of having had the 
Approbation of the Royal Academy of Sci- 
ences, and fays, that the Abbot Bignon owns 
in one of his Lettersto him, that his Thee- 
rem is really the Quadrature of the Circle. 

A Letter has been inferted in the Fournal 
des Scavans, wherein the Author fhews, 
1. That there are feveral Paralogifms in Mr. 
Baudemont’s book, 2, That the Abbot Big- 
non, far from owning that he had found the 
Quadrature of the Circle, gave him notice 
of his Paralogifms. 3. That che Royal 
Academy of Sciences never faw the Wri 
tings of Mr. Baudemont.
